| require, That all Natives and Inhabitants accuſed for 
committing crimes in this Kingdome , or againſt the King or King- 
dome , ſhould berryed and judged in alegall way by the ordinary Ju- 
dicatories of this Land : And conſidering the prelent imprzſonment 
of Fames Duke of Hammiltoun, a Native and Eminent Peere of 
this Kingdome, and his ſo long. reſtraint, upon pretence of Crimes 
alledgedto have been committed by hitn in this Kingdome, oragainſt 
the Kings Majeſtic, or the Kingdome , withour the leaſt ſignificati-
